he did not want to deprive Mayor 
MacNeil of his prized traditional 
Sgian Dubh. He said, in part : 

"Your chalienge is reminiscent 
of the ' adventurous spirit of the 
early settlers, notably the Highland 
Scots, who colonized your town and 
county against many odds. The 
odds in this case, however, are so 
overwhelmingly in McGill's favour 
that I can only accept your wager 
on the condition that it be limited 
to our native produce. The proba- 
ble loss of your Sgian Dubh as the 
result of a battle on the football 
field is undoubtedly an honour- 
able way of giving it up after so 
many years in your family, but I 
still do not think it proper to de- 
prive you and your descendants of 
an heirloom which carries so much 
significance with it". . 



Major Changes Made In NFCUS: 
More Members, Bilingual Président 



Major changes were made at 
the National Congress of the 
National Federation of Canadian 
University Students, at Sher- 
brooke yesterday. "Now NFCUS 
is completely revolutionized", 
said McGill Students' Society 
President Gordie Echenberg. 
Delegates expressed the belief 
that these changes will provide 
a complete rejiivenation. 
Prominent among ,'^the changes 
Is the. amendment that member- 
ship no longer: be'ïièstrictèd'! to 
strictly . uaiversItyV'studenta "but 
that it: be extended to studénts 
of institutes .of higher learning 
which may not give degrees but 
"are ■ consistent with the aims 
or NFCUS." Another major mo- 
ve is a provision that the Presi- 
dent of NFCUS be bilingual. 
Th'o purpose of the move to ex- 
tend the NFCUS membership is 
"to create an international fede- 
ration of all students." It was 
precipitated by McGill's propo- 
sal that the Ryerson Institute 
of Technology, which does not 
give degrees, be allowed into 
NFCUS. Ryerson has in the past 
taken a prominent part in 
NFCUS Activities. For example, 
last year It put on the Canadian 
University . Press ' Conference. . 

In. addition, Victoria College, 
which - does not ' grant universl^ 
degrees, was - also accepted for 
membership. It is. expected that 
more such instittitions will enter 
NFCUS. Emtiyit'^4t\l» t expected ; 
that~> the universltlés^wUl cbiâU- 
nue to provide' the^niajor leader-

The changes were ^well receiv- 



ed by the delegates, especially 
the admission of Ryersom 

The new provision that the 
NFCUS. president must now be 
bilbgual is not a constitutional 
requirement but,« moralrquali- 
fication. Delegates expressed the 
feeling that this has provided an - 
improved atmosphere in thé or- 
ganization. 

It was also decided that the 
NFCUS President be elected a 
year in advance in order that 



he may have a period of orien- 
tation. This means that two Pre- 
sidents will be elected at this 
year's Congress, one to hold of- 
fice until next June and the 
other to hold the following term. 

In addition, Robert Carswell, 
former Students' Society Presi- 
dent, gave the report of the 
NFCUS Structure Committee. 
The aim of this committee was 
to study the actual structure of 
NFCUS, such as personnel and 
functions.

Gives Odds 

Asked if he thinks that tlic bet 
is an even one in tiie light of this 
omission, the mayor said, "No, of 
course I do not think that a barrel 
of Nova Scotia apples is worth a 
gallon of our delicious Quebec ma- 
ple syrup — but this is, just my 
way of giving him odds!"

Chief 
means of accomplishing this aim 
will be the publication of Student 
Guides, rigorously oriented to the 
needs of the travelling student, to 
Canada, the V.SJi., and Europe 
(other areas In future years). 

Monthly Newsletter 

Along with the Student Guides 
Will be published a monthly News- 
letter, bringing the Guides up to 
date and reporting on ISTU deve- 
lopments. Students will' also be 
able to consult their campus ISTU 
Representatives, who will refer 
them;-; to' existing organizations 
which can help theni. 

A non-profit, non-political orga- 
nization, ISTU's objective is to 
serve students and existing student 
organizations by providing them 
both with a medium of commu 
nication on travel topics. Member' 
ship is open to both students and 
non-students. 

Although the headquarters for 
ISTU will be in Geneva, the orga' 
nization's structure is decentraliz- 
ed, allowing local officers freedom 
to initiate special activities where 
these would further ISTU objec- 
tives.

The circus is in town. And wo don't mean the 
Moscow Circus. We refer to the fascinating spectacle 
presented in thé. men's loclcer room of the Arts; Build- 
ing, complete with uniformed detectives, cash registers 
and an ejfF^rienced cast of thousands.viWHen we say 



experienced we mean it; some of them Have, been there 
for hours. 

To put' It* politely, the method employed by the 
University book store to sell Arts and Science texts at 
the beginning of the fall term is in need of revision. 
Although the detective is an innovation this year, albeit 
of dubious value, the rest is the same, yesterday, today, 
and forever. The books are inadequately displayed, 
with no attempt to group them logically by subject. 
(Rival editions of Plato are displayed at opposite ex- 
tremities of the room under political science and 
philosophy). The bottlenecks at both eritrance and ex|t 
ensure the obstruction of nearly half the unoccupied 
floor space. Added to all this, the almost pathological 
reluctance of the staff k> allow anything to enter the 
room (except money) forces every customer to deposit 
his belongings at the entrance, and reclaim them 
possibly an' hour later, if he can (a) fight his way 
around the entrance again — at some hours the short- 
est way in time is upstairs and through the main lobby 
of the building — (b) persuade the detective to let him 
through the turnstile and (c) locate his own belongings 
under an hour's accumulation of similar articles. 

Most of this confusion could be avoided by the 
simple expedient of using a larger room. The enroll- 
ment in Arts-.and Science - is over four thousand and 
' many enginéering courses also require bopks which 
^jore sold in the same locker room. 

An obvious solution vvould be to use^the^.W.F. 
room of^th'e Currie Gym or possibly a section lof the 
gym itself, for a few days after fegistrdtibn. the lower 
floor of the Undergraduatel Library, providing the door 
to the tunnel was opened, could also be used. (We 
must not overlook the possibility of some imagination, 
on the part of the authorities. 

Another suggestion would be to have several 
small temporary bookstores in various roomst lan- 
guages in pne, social sciences in another and so on. 
The only foreseeable outcome of the present fiasco is 
that eventually' students will stop buying their books 
there altogether, and while this may. represent a solu- 
tion, it will be difficult to call a success. 



A Worthy Effort 



Last night's massive drive on behalf of Red Feather 
was almost exclusively a fraternity effort. This is pre- 
cisely the type of activity which shows fraternities to 

: best advantage. Unfortunately the blitz again fell 
somewhat short of its proposed goal, due to the lack 

;of canvassers. This problem can, perhaps, be alleviated . 
next year by having the student-body-at-large join the 
fraternities in this most worthwhile undertaking. 




In The Market

"Words, Words, Words". 

— William Shakespeare. 

To all freshmen, I offer my 
sympathy. For in the next few 
years,. you will be in danger of 
contracting a most lethal brain 
disease known as "wordmania". 
A few of you will be immune or 
recover, while the, majority, fa- 
tally affected, will complacently 
orbit lifeless worlds. 

The source of wordmania is 
that devil-god — human know- 
ledge. For the ability to comma- 
nlcate through words is, at the 
same time,-man'8 most. essential- 
ly human and most dangerous 
quality. Words allow a common 
frame of reference for effective 
communication and cooperation; 
yet, at thé same time, wordmania, 
the perversion of word meanings, 
is the cause for much irrational 
human behavior. 

Some well-known examples of 
wordmania are the popular mean- 
ings attached to the words "Ca- 
pitalism" or "Communism". The- 
se words do not have reference 
or contents by which the relati- 
ve worth of the two systems of 
government they represent can 
■ be painstakingly, measured; for 
example, an impartial observer 
can evaluate the relative quality 
and availability of housing, me- 
dical services, education, , and le- 
gal procedures protecting human 
rights in Russia and the United 
sûtes. ' ' ■ 

Yet, not only do we often fail 
to reduce those abstract, catch-all 
words, communism and capital- 
ism, to their underlying refe- 
rents, but we also ignore the 
changing nature of those refe- 
rents. Thus, although the con- 
tent of Communism and Capital- 
, Ism have changed, "capitalists" 
' and "communists" still regard 
each other as perpetual demons. 



This is a notorious example of 
wordmania. ^ 

But. let us,. the educated, not 
fool ourselves with illusions of 
immunity; in fact my experience 
tells me that nine out of ten 
wordmania germs prefer uni- 
versities ... 

The primary carrier are those 
pedantic professors whose voca- 
bularies conceal an inner vacu- 
um. They seldom, have spare ti- 
me for their students, they sub- 
stitute wit for meaning and 
words for feelings. Their inexpe- 
rienced students, v/ho have to 
decide whether their aloofness . 
and unintelligible language are 
manifestations of profound ge- 
nius or profound Ignorance, usu- 
ally give them the benefit of the 
doubt, and thus triumph the aca- 
. demie idiotsl 

Once infected, the students 
display all the symptoms of the 
disease. Upperclassmen, .afflict- 
ed with wordmania, will often, 
try to impress freshmen. Words 
such as "existentialism" and "ca- 
tegorical impérative" flit by with 
as miich. regularity .as coke.ibot- 
. ties on an assembly Iiné,>;!whllè 
- their gullible victims blush with 
self conscious ignorance. ^Ilie 
latter^would be enonnious^lcon- 
solédfifitliey only. fëalis»l|that 
wordman|acsjiare4^M|âoâsly; ill 
aiid often dô*hàt'know what tliey 
are talking about! 

The tendency of some psycho- 
logy students to smugly analyze 
human beings in terms of oral 
complexes" and "mother subro- 
gates" is aiiother indication of 
the unrealism ; and, .sterility of < 
wordmania. -, * : 

And have you not yet encoun- 
tered those campus "big wheels" 
straight out of toothpaste ads? 
Phrases like "student democra- 
cy" and "the dignity of mankind" 
perform dazzling acrobatics at 
their command, but they are es- 
sentially interested only in them- 
selves. In order to satisfy a need 



to dominate, they manipulate 
crowds and committees. They are 
afraid to be alone or unoccupied 
by 'details, they are very poor 
listeners and, above all, they lo- 
ve to talk — for words are the 
proteins and glue of their indis- 
pensable public image. 

All the above wordmaniacs ha- 
ve one thing in common : like 
robots, Uiey {araj'lntelligent and 
insensitive. Wo^s^ré 'thé gold- 
en garbage cans they offer to a 
gullible world whose admiration . 
spares them the agony of facing 
their weak selves. 

Therefore, if once again, I we- 
re a freshman, I would inocula- 
te myself with the golden rule : 
"Thou shalt judge words by their 
content and people, not by their 
words but by their actions". 

In the meantime, freshmen, be- 
ware of the wordmania germsl 
For, already, in tho brains of 
many of your fellow students, the 
semantic mud clot thickens...

In the next ten months a very 
difficult task awaita Helen C. 
Reynolds, McGill's new Dean of 
Women — getting to know all 
2500 women undergraduates. 

Miss Reynolds, who prefers 
being referred to as the Dean 
of Women rather than the War- 
den of Royal Victoria College 
for obvious reasons, has begun 
■long this line by Interviewing 
all scholarship freshcttcs. 

Her future plans include see- 
ing all women tmdergraduates 
liolding scholarships and then 
concentrating on third and 
fourth year coeds. ' 
' "It is especially important for 
ms to. become acquainted with 
upper class women. I don't like 
giving letters of reconuhcndation 
to girls I have not inet," she 
said. 

Changing Attitude 

Regarding the changing at- 
titude of women students to- 
ward a university education, 
Uiss Reynolds said that "a larger 
number of girls are moro serious 
now in fitting themselves for 
professions", fbe present stress 
on -science has resulted in a 
much larger/ percentage of girls 
in that faeultyf, abe' added. 

Asked what ahe thought of 
medicine as a career for women, 
she replied that there is a de- 
finite place for women in me- 
dicine and always has been, 
"Many practise after marriago 
and have a successful home life." 

For this year there will be no 
major policy changes. (In, other 
words — no cartwheels). This, 
she feels, will give her time to 
study any problems there may 
be' and then-dedde how to meet 
them. 

Miss Reynolds stressed the 
fact that she is not "warden of 
the residence" but "of the col- 
lege". One of her main aims is 
to narrow the gap between the 
residents and non-residents.

WarmathOn TeamDefeme

"If you can't stop the other guy, you're not going to win". This la the simple philosophy 
that has guided Murray Warmath. in building some of the great defensive dynasties in American 
College football. 

'lick' first." Once again, if you 




Warmath regards defence as the 
most important single concept in 
football. He values the kicking 
game because it "keeps the oppo- 
sition back." On offence, 'The 
running game is more important 
than the passing game. The pass- 
ing game just complements the 
running game." In Warmath's es- 
timation, "It Isn't the brilliant.;, 
play that wins for you." 

Two and Four 

In order for the defence to gain 
control of the field situation. War- 
math regards it important tfaiat the 
opposition be limited to a total 
gain of four yards on the first two 
dihl^tlitjils estimation,' this inva- 
rlâbly''fbrieès'thé opponent to pass 
on thhrd down, bettering the chan- 
ce of interception. (Let's not forget 
that Warmath is talking in terms 
of the American game which has 
four downs in contrast to the 
three down offence in Canadian 
Football) 

If he were talking in terms of 
Canadian ball, Warmath would 
probably deem a second down and 
eight yards to go situation desi 
reable as the wider Canadian field 
spreads out the play somewhat 
The 65 yards grid (American width 
s 50 yards) gives the offence more 
running room and increases the 
chances of freeing a man. 

Defensive Objectives 

Warmath plans his defences with 
four objectives in mindJ. The prime 
defensive objective is to prevent a 
score. Holding every gain to 
minimum ; forcing mistakes and 
getting the ball back, quickly fol' 
low In order of importance. 

In Warmath's mind, offence is 
determined by position on the field 
rather than possession of the ball. 
As far as he's concemed, "The 
team within Its own thirty yard 
line is playing defensive football, 
even if it has possession of the 
ball. In this case, the defensive 
unib plays "offence without the 
balL" 

Deployment 

Deployment, or position of the 
men on the field iS' usually de- 
termined by two variables — - the 
opposition's offensive formation 
and' their offensive strength. The 
idea is to "Ttke away their best 



"Make the team play you some 
way other than the way In which 
they usually win", you have them 
employing the weaker parts of 
their offence which is . to your 
advantage. 

Individual Play 

From the time the offensive 
team breaks the huddle to the time 
the whistle has blown to signal 
the end of play, the defender has 
tasks to carry out 

All the interior linemen or. In 
Warmath's terms, "Any man along 
the line that can be double team- 
ed" must assume a four point 
stance where lioth feet and bands 
are in contact with the ground. He 
advocates a two point stance 
(croiich, feet on ground, fore-arms 
resting on things) for the ends, 
line backers and defensive half, 
backs. 

After lining up in 'the proper 
positl'on and taking the most ad 
vantageous stance, the next step 
is to move on movement of the 
balL U you're playing a penetrating 
defence your movement must fol- 
low the ball. If playing a "soft" 
defence, you wait for tlie offender 
playing opposite you to make his 
move and tip off the direction of 
the play before you pursue 

Use Arms- 

The next step is to "hit a blow." 
This is where contact is initiated. 
On the so called soft defence, 
Warmath likes to see a hand shiven 
used. This calls for an extension 
of both arms and a drive from 
the bottom up in order to straigh 
ten up the man with the ball. 

On the penetrating defence, a 
"flipper" should be used. la this 
case a driving forearm is employed 
to straighten up the runner and set 
him up for the tackle. 

For a moment, Warmath talked 
about territorial play, "While 
playing territory, don't run around 
the block. Rather, back out, spin 
away (spinning towards the direc- 
tion of the ball carrier) and pur- 
sue. Keep the angle of pursuit 
nearest as possible to ninety de- 
grees at all times." 

Now the tackle. "As long u 
that man is on his feet and as 
long as the whistle has not blown, 
he's fair game." To ensure em- 



ployment of these tactics, War. 
math uses a "slow whistle drill" 
in practice. He doesn't stop the 
play until "one or two good licks 
are got in." The native of Tennes- 
see explained (in what Sports Illus- 
trated Magazine has referred to as 
"southern fried English") that this 
as his way of developing billy 
goats (grows horns and butts) ra- 
ther than sheep (just bleats and 
hollers). 

The Contain Principle 

As Warmath sees it, there are 
four waves of defence ; line men, 

linebackers, halfbacks and safety 
men. In order to stop the offence 
effectively, you must limit their 
play to the area enclosed by the 
position of the ends, the outside 
linebackers, the halfbacks and the 
safety. This is what Warmath calls 
the defensive perimeter. He calls 
the space between the defensive 
perimeter and the sidelines "touch- 
down lane". The idea Is to force 
the play up the middle. "Don't let 
the bail move laterally or stay in 
play very long.
